The old "experimen- 
tal" colleges like Antioch and 
Sarah Lawrence have been do- 
ing it for decades. But now the 
Ivy League, prestige state uni- 
versities and soon, possibly, 
every college will be doing it. 


Doing 
what? 
Eliminating 


grades. 


It is almost an educational 


fad. It's called Pass/Fail, It 
nieans that more and more 
students will not receive num- 
ber or letter grades. 


Last year Princeton Univer- 


sity gave the innovation cre- 
dentials. Upperclassmen were 
allowed to take two courses 
purely on a Pass/Fail basis. 
The official reason was that 
"students 
would 
be 
more 


likely to c h o o s e 
elective 


courses in which they are very 
interested but dp not yet feel 
completely qualified." It was 
felt, moreover, that students 
often overlook such courses 
for fear of damaging their to- 
tal grade average. 


"Pass/Fall has its greatest 


appeal, I think, when you have 
a serious student who wants 
to go outside his field, a phys- 
ics student who wants to take 
an art history course," says 
Chancellor Heynes of the Uni- 
versity of California at Berke- 
ley. 
He added, "Now, if 


Princeton can do that, cer- 
tainly we can do it here." 


Administrators at a number 


of other colleges and univer- 
sities said the same thing. 


This fall 900 students en- 


rolled in Pass/Fail courses at 
the University of Pennsylva- 
nia. Similar undergraduate ap- 
proval has been found for new 
Pass/Fail programs at Colum- 
bia University, Cornell Univer- 
sity, Brown University, Mount 
Holyoke College and the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii. 
-Most of the new Pass/Fail 


programs this year are limited 
to one or two elective courses 
(subjects outside of a student's 
major). Usually, only juniors 
and seniors are qualified. 


Every indication to date is 


that the selective Pass/Fail 
programs will not affect 
a 


student's Selective Service de- 
ferment or his chances of get- 
ting into graduate school or a 
career. Student response to 
the innovation indicates they 
are taking more risky courses. 


A few colleges and universi- 


ties are using the Pass/Fail 
grading system on a much 
grander scale. 


California Institute of Tech- 


nology gives only Pass/Fail 
evaluations to ALL freshmen. 
At Lehigh University juniors 
and seniors can take as many 
as four of their five courses 
on a Pass/Fail basis. In the 
small experimental Tussman 
P r o g r a m at Berkeley all 
courses for all four years are 
on a Pass/Fail grading system. 


Although more colleges and 


universities seem to be adopt- 
ing the Pass/Fail system ev- 
ery week, there is still some 
opposition. 


"Two problems are immedi- 


ately raised. First, how can 
you reward the outstanding 
student, and, secondly, if it is 
adopted only here and there, 
the student will be penalized 
if he desires to transfer to an- 
other school," argues Dr. Paul 
W. Eberman, dean of the Col- 
lege of Education at Temple 
University. 


Heynes raises another prob- 


lem: "Many students them- 
selves 
desire 
more 
precise 


evaluation of their work. They 
want to find out where they 
really stand." 


At Wake Forest College stu- 


dents were polled to find out 
whether they favored Pass/ 
Fail evaluations. The student 
newspaper r e p o r t e d , "The 
opinion was that the Pass/ 
Fail system would be good 
only if it were adopted nation- 
wide. Otherwise, the problems 
of transferring 
and getting 


into graduate school would be 
too great." 


Nationwide acceptance of 


Pass/Fail is no longer an im- 
possibility, however. If col- 
leges and universities con- 
tinue to reform the old grad- 
ing system, students might be 
under less pressure to play 
the numbers game.

Thanks to his liberal eco- 


nomic policy, Bulgaria now 
has the highest growth rate 
(15 per cent) of any Iron Cur- 
tain country. Bulgaria is two 
years up on technically ad- 
vanced Czechoslovakia 
when 


it comes to introducing the so- 
called new economic manage- 
ment reforms. 


Tourism has become one of 


the main sources of hard cur- 
rency to finance such pur- 
chases as Bulgaria makes in 
the West, notably from West 
Germany. The number of for- 
eign visitors to Bulgaria is ex- 
pected to total 1.5 million this 
year, which is triple the num- 
ber in 1963. 


These tourists will have left 


behind them $40 million, ac- 
cording to present estimates. 
This is still only one-third of 
the intake of Yugoslavia, but 
the trend is on the upgrade. 


More important still is the 


influence these tourists are 
having on the Bulgarian peo- 
ple. 
More than half of this 


year's visitors came from the 
West, and already their im- 
pact is seen in Western hair 
styles, clothes, musical tastes, 
etc. 


Todor Zhivkov and his Com- 


munist colleagues are striving 
to hold the Western influence 
in check. Bulgaria is the only 
Iron Curtain country which 
still jams Voice of America 
broadcasts. Western periodi- 
cals are not allowed to be sold 
here in Sofia. But in time 
these restrictions are expected 
to meet the fate they have met 
elsewhere in Eastern Europe. 


O r d i n a r y gum-chewing, 


iootsore sightseers are doing 
more to break down barriers 
here in Bulgaria than all the 
Voice of America broadcasts 
c o m b i n e d could do. Who 
knows when, at some future 
date. Bulgarians will nod their

Canada has no draft 
which makes the country "far 
more relaxed than the United 
States" according to Bob. 


Predictably, Bob's attitude 


toward the United States is a 
bitter one. "From up here," 
he claims, "America really 
looks like it's going nuts." He 
goes so far as to articulate a 
claim that America is "on its 
way to a collective nervous 
breakdown." 


Still, Bob contends that his 


decision to move to Canada 
was not motivated by the dire 
course he feels America is on. 


"Personal freedom is the 


reason I came up here. I want 
to have the right to say 'no' 
to people. I've got better 
things to do than be used like 
a robot k i l l e r dog in the 
Army. No one has the right 


to tell me to go drop napalm 
on people. I want to run my 
own life." 


Canadian Tony Hyde doesn't 


think Bob Thomas is typical. 
"I don't think there is any 
such thing as a typical draft 
dodger," he says. 


"We're finding all kinds of 


kids coming up here. Many of 
these kids are nonpolitical 
types who never got involved 
in protest activities back in 
the States. For many, coming 
up here is their first political 
act."

mented a GI at Cam Ranh Bay 
who said this was his first look 
at President Johnson in person.

showed more strain than might 
be expected from such a fast 
and 
strenuous 
trip 
halfway 


across the world and back. 


Some newsmen far younger 


than the 58--old President 
looked as if they felt older and 
more tired than he. 


For it was a punishing sched- 


ule: 31,500 miles in 17 days, 
through 
seven 
Far 
Eastern 


countries plus stops at Hawaii, 
Pago Pago and Alaska. 


There were rapid time zone 


changes 
upsetting the body's 


clock, climate changes 
from 


Bangkok's 90 degrees to the 
slush-snow of Anchorage, food 
changes, 
daily tour activities 


that sometimes 
ran virtually 


from dawn to midnight plus 
presidential work brought from 
Washington. 


Johnson says he needs only 


about five hours sleep a night. 
In Washington, he usually is 
able to supplement this with an 
afternoon nap. 


But often during the trip he 


got no time for a midday rest. 
As the tour went on, after he 
left 
the

summit conference, he trimmed 
the burden a bit by cutting some 
briefing sessions. 


Like many others on the trip, 


Johnson caught a head cold. His
